Special Rules Announced

California’'s Division of
Beaches and Parks will soon
open Lake Elsinore State Rec-
reation Area, a unit of the
State Park System,

Even today water is flowing
into the long-dry lake bed. By
April 1, it should be full. And
then the problems which will
confront users and those re-
sponsible with assuring public
safety will become manifest

Because the problems antic-
ipated are quite different than
any faced elsewhere by the
Rangers who operate such
diversified units as Emerald
Bay, Pismo Beach, Humboldt |
Redwoods, Anza Desert and
Huntington Beach State Parks,
among 168 units all totaled, |
special rules and regulanons‘
have been set for Lake Elsi-
nore,

. . .

“FRANKLY, we will prub'
ably relax some of them,” says

| Division, “but we may have to
| become even more strict on
other rules and regulations,
But until we see what develops,
we must assure the user’s safe-
ty from the very beginning.”

One such rule will apply t«
the number of boats that can
use the lake's surface at the
same time,

“We've never had such a
problem at our other water
areas—Folsom, Millerton, Tur
lock, They are large and deep
Elsinore is comparativel
small and shallow, From the
first dd\ we anticipate tlm

occasionally we will have to
close the lake for an hour or
more to additional boats. Today
we_ think the limit is 2,000
boats, When enforcing this as
well as other rules, we will be
very cooperative with the
users. We will also be firm be-
cause the safety of others is
paramount. There can be no
laxity when we are dealing
with the park visitor's safety
and life,” Dolder said.

ANOTHER RULE peculiar to
Elsinore states you can’t take
water out of the lake—or any
of the precious commodity as
it flows to Lake Elsinore. The
State is paying for every gal-
lon and because users will have
to make up the costs through

special fees, Rangers will
patrol continually to make sure
costs to boaters don't rise

through diversion_illegal con-
sumption or interference with
the water,

50 cents per car per day use,
which includes swimming,
picnicking, ete.

DOLDER STATES that the
rules applying at other parks
will also apply ‘at Lake Elsi-
nore, Basically, these concern
safety—speeds swimming
areas, skiing precautions, and
the like. The special rules at
Lake Elsinore will cover the
special problems of Elsinore,
One example is that a fast
zone will exist on Lake Elsi-
nore, There are no designated
areas in other parks, except
near shore. The speed zone
will be in the center of the lake
and unlimited speeds will be
permitted, In that zone, ski
lines longer than 75 feet will
also be permitted. But in a
zone closer to shore, the limit
will be 35 miles per hour and
lines must be shorter than 75
feet. Around the shoreline,
which will be marked by
buoys, the limit will be five
miles per hour
. .

““THIS IS one rule we strictly
enforce everywhere. In most
parks, the five mile limit ap-
plies to within 200 feet of
shore, At Lake Elsinore it may
be inland from that—but in.
side the markers, five miles
per hour means just that, with-
out exception, Swimmers be-
ginning skiers, and others just
wanting to frolic in the water
must be protected,” Dolder
said

“Our purpose, which | have
emphasized is safety,” Dolder
said. “l urge users to acquaint
themselves with the regular
rules, as well as the special
rules.
